Text of 4-Power Treaty 
to Keep Peace in Pacific and 
Replacing Anglo-Japanese Pact 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON. Dee. 10. 


Tes text of the 4-power laid before the arms conference 
today follows: 

‘The United States of America, the British Empire, France and 
Japan, 

‘With a view to the preservation of the general peace and the 
maintenance of their rights in relation to their insular possessions and 
insular dominions in the regions of the Pacific Ocean: 

‘Have determined to conclude a treaty to this effect and have 
appointed as their plenipotentiaries: 

‘The President of the United States of America. 

‘His Majesty the King of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland and of the British dominions beyond the seas, Emperor of 
India, 

‘And for the Dominion of Canada, 

‘For the Commonwealth of Australia, 

‘For the Dominion of New Zealand, 

‘For India: 

‘The President of the French Republic, 

‘His Majesty the Emperor of Japan; 

‘Who, having communicated their full powers, found in good and 
due form, have agreed as follows: 

ARTICLE 1. 

‘ *The high contracting parties agree as between themselves to 
respect their rights in relation to their insular possessions and insular 
dominions in the regions of the Pacific Ocean. 

‘If there should develop between any of the high contracting 
parties a controversy arising out of any Pacific question and involving 
their said rights which is not satisfactorily settled by diplomacy and 
is likely to affect the harmonious accord now happily subsisting be- 
tween them, they shall invite the high contracting parties to a joint 
conference, to which the whole subject will be referred for consideration 
and adjustment.

ARTICLE 2. 
‘If the said rights are threatened by the aggressive action of any 


otber Power, the high contracting parties shall communicate with one 
another fully and frankly, in order to arrive at an understanding as to 
the most efficient measures to be taken, jointly and separately, to meet 
the exigencies of the particular situation. 


ARTICLE 3. a 
‘This agreement shall remain in force for 19 years from the time 


it shall take effect and after the expiration of said period it shall 
continue to be in force subject to the right of any of the high contract- 
ing parties to terminate it upon 12 months’ notice. 


ARTICLE 4. 
‘This agreement shall be ratified as soon as possible in accord- 


ance with the constitutional methods of the high contracting parties 
and shall take effect on the deposit of ratifications which shall take 
place at Washington, and thereupon the agreement between Great 
Britain and Japan, which was concluded at London on July 13, 1911,

_LO KEEP PEACE IN PACIFIC 
in Senate Indicated; Reed Assails 
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THOMAS T0 BECOME 


It as an Alliance 


AGREEMENT WILL END 
It ANGLO-JAPANESE 
ALUANGE It RATIFIED 


Brief.Document Provides for Adjust- 
ment by Conference in Any Dispute 
Resisting Ordinary Diplomacy. 
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SENATE ACTION NECESSARY 
TO MAKE IT EFFECTIVE 
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Provides for Discussion and Joint Understand- 
ing if Rights of Any of Four Powers 
Are Threatened by Any Out- 
side Nation.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—The draft of a treaty, whieh, if 
ratified, will end the Anglo-Japanese alliance and pave the way to 
a closer working relationship between this country and Great 
Britain, was presented to the arms conference at a stirring publie 


session today, and hall-marked with the cordial approval of the 


four powers concerned—the United States, Great Britain, France 
and Japan. 

Senator Lodge of the American delegation, the Senate majority leader 
whose bittér personal and political antagonism to former President Wilson 
prevented the acceptance of the Versailles treaty, read, in his prim New 
England way, the draft of the new arrangement, and made a speech of 
high literary quality setting forth its merit as a preventive of wars in the 
lacifie area. 

Lodge is the chairman of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, to 
which the pact, when laid before the Senate, will be referred. As, with all 
treaties, a two-thirds vote of the Senate will be required for ite ratification. 

Following the disclosure by Lodge that the secret conference negotia- 
tions of the last few days had been brought to a successful and tangible 
conclusion, assent to the arrangement was given in turn, on behalf of the 
other signatory Powers, by Rene Viviani of France, Arthur J. Balfour of 
Spokesmen of all the other 
lowers at the conference table—lItaly, Belgium, China, Holland and Por- 
tugal—expressed whole hearted approval of the treaty. 

The conference did not take up the question of the naval ratio. 


Brief Treaty of Four Sections. 

The treaty is simple in the extreme. There are only four sections, all 
brief. In the first, the four Powers agree to respect one another's rights 
in relation to their insular possessions and deminions of the Pacifie Qeean. 
It is further agreed that, if any of the powers get into a dispute over a 
Pacifie question that cannot be composed by the ordinary diplomatic meth- 


ods, they shall summon the other members of the partnership into a con- 


ference for adjustment of the controversy. 

The second section provides that, if the rights of any of the four Pewers 
are threatened by the aggressive action of any outside nation, they shall 
consult with one another as to the defensive measures to be taken. 

The third section stipulates that the agreement shall remain in force 
ten years and shal! continue in force after that period, subject to the right 
of any of the four to terminate it on a year’s notice. 

Finally, it is agreed that the treaty shall be ratified as soon as possl- 
ble in accordance with the constitutional methods of the four powers, and 
that, as soon as it is ratified, the Anglo-Japanese alliance shal! be ended. 


Nubbin in Final Clause. 

The nubbin of the treaty is in the final clause relating to the Anglo 
Japanese Alliance. Under the four Power agreement, Great Britain and 
Japan are provided with a method of getting rid of this alliance without 
embarrassment to either. British statecraft for months, and 
since the recent imperial conference in London, had/sought a formule for 
the graceful abrogation of the alliance, which has become increasingly ua- 
popular in the British dominions, in the United States and in Britain iteelf. 
A broad agreement, into which the old alliance should be merged, was the 
obvious solution of the difficulty. Britain and Japan got together eon that 
proposition, the United States assented on the condition that no element 
of force shotld underlie the pact, and, at the last, France was brought $n. 
The negotiations came to fruition in the agreement read to the conference 
by Senator Lodge.

Even Business No Longer 
Depresses us at GO Years 


In more vulgar matters there Is 
also an advantage in being old. 
Business no longer perplexes us. 
We perceive what is practicable 
and what dépends on chance. 
Those who would betray us are 
readily discovered, since we have 
been deceived many times and can 
tell a rogue by his plausibility, an 
honest man by his simplicity, and 
an able man by his sufficiency. 
If disaster comes, we do not de- 
spair, nor fret, nor make it worse 
by meddling; but set ourselves to 
the correction of what is wrong; 
or if it be past mending, then to 
other affairs which promise more. 

Where the social order is dis- 
turbed, and other men become 
frightened, we stand apart and 
wait confidently, or do what is 
requisite without nervousness; re- 
membering similar trials, how they 
were met, and what followed. We 
do not despair when fools have 
their way: nor repine because wise 
men must bestir themselves. Un- 
derstanding that liberty must be 
paid for, that democracies cannot 
be well governed, that people 
mean to do what they think right, 
that some room mueat be allowed 
to discontent, and that all folly is 
best corrected by its consequences, 
we are calm where youth might be 
tempted to violence and old age 
to misanthropy. 

The pleasures which lie outside 
ourselves and do not depend upon 
men have become evident to us by 
reason of the leisure we enjoy and 
the greater serenity of our lives. 
We have come gradually to regard 
the opportunities for happiness 


“(which lie about us; the changing 


seasons of the year, each afford- 
ing its pecullar beauties; the en- 
chantment of epring, and the un- 
folding mystery of the annual! re- 
creation of the world: the birds 
and their notes: the ways of na- 
ture: the glories of the evening 
sky: and all those marvels which 
youth pasees unheeding and age 
cannot use. 

These are the compensation of- 
fered for 40 years of striving and 
many, many sorrows and disap- 
pointments. I do not mean to say 
that all of them are availed of 
constantly, but I do eay that each 
of them is sometimes: and that in 
the sur? of them we have a treas- 
ury to which we may and do resort 
from time to time, drawing out 
that which eserves the moment and 
the mood.

Philosophy may calm exaspera- 
tion, but it cannot extinguish dis- 
content. Even at 60 the mood of 
the moment is sometimes stronger 
than any intellectual check with- 
in reach. It is not always good to 
be alone, and man is much alone 
at 60, and ponders much. To 
search the ashes of the past Is to 
discover many a forgotten cha- 
grin. Some undeserved humillation 
will then renew its biting, and a 
wrong suffered 40 years ago may 
obliterate gratitude for many un- 
deserved benefits. So good and 
evil are still mixed; quiet and agi- 
tation, content and discontent, 
sweet and bitter, living and hat- 
ing; but we have learned how 
foolish is repining, and turn to 
other things; looking about for 
happines# where we cannot find it 
within. This is the sum and ex- 
cellence of experience, that it may 
teach us what to forget and what 
to remember, and how to endure 
in time of trial.

Army.

So far as practicable, chaplains 
will be assigned to units of the re- 
serve corpe in the locality of their 
places of residence. And a chaplain 
in the reserve corps also may hold @ 
commision in the National Guard 
without vacating his reserve corps 
commission. No reserve chaplain 
may be employed on active duty for 
more than 15 days without his own 
consent except in time of national 
emergency expressely declared by 


When on active duty status a 
chaplain of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps will receive the same pay and 
allowances as officers of the regular 
army of the same grade and length | 
ef service, also mileage from home 
to first station and from last station 
t® his home; but shall not be entitled | 
ft retirement and retired pay. 

The purpose of the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps is to provide a reserve of | 
Officers of all branches and depart- | 
ments of the military service, includ- | 
ing chaplains for its various organi- 
gations, that will permit a complete. 
and immediate mobilization in event 
of a national emergency. 

The prescribed duties of army 
chaplains are closely analagous to 
those performed by clergymen in 
eivil communities, modified only by 
the conditions of military service. 
Vacancies exist at this time for 
chaplains in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps in many parts of the United 
States and those interested may ap- 
ply to the Adjutant-General of the 
army or to the Chief of Chaplains 
for blank forms of application or in- 
formation desired.

PARIS, Dec. 10.—A new discus-. 
sion is on as to who composed the 
muaic of the French national an- 
them, “la Marseiliaise.” The gen- 
eral supposition is that Rouget de | 
TAsie, a Captain of engineers in the 
French army, wrote both words and 
music in a fit of enthusiasm during | 
the night of April 24, 1792. 

An icelandic echolar, Gudbrand 
Vigfusson, declares that neither 
tune nor t@xt were original with De 
Lisle. The melody, he says, was in 
the main contained in a German 
Christmas cantata, which in turn 
had plagiarized from an eratorio, 
“Esther.” by Grison. Corresponding 
words, it is claimed, are to be found 
in Racine’s “Athalie.” 

The first Strasbourg edition of 
“Ia Marseillaise,” it is pointed out. 
Goes not bear De Lisle’s name, as if 
he were unwilling to claim an honor 
that was pot his. One of the earliest

Dr. Cabot begins his discussion of this old, old prob- 
lem by saying that it is necessary to distinguish be- 
tween veracity and correctness, or accuracy. It is pos- 
sible for anybody to be 100 per cent truthful, but not 
100 per cent accurate. 

“Of course,” remarks Dr. Cabot, “in many cases to 
say ‘I do not know’ is the truth, and the only truth 
which you can maintain.” 

An incident in Dr. Cabot’s own practice illustrates 
this distinction between being truthful and being cor- 
rect. He was called to diagnose the illness of an- 
other physician, and told the patient that to the best 
of his knowledge the ailment-was tuberculosis. 

However, the patient afterwards recovered normal 
health, permanently, and it was evident that the di- 
agnosis had been incorrect. Then the man was in- 
dignant with Dr. Cabot because the latter, in spite of 
his principle of always speaking the truth. had told 
what the patient called a lie. Other people, treated by 
Other doctors, have suffered the same confusion of 
thought. 

Aside from the necessary limitation of accuracy 
there are perhaps more defenses for lying in medi- 
cine than I know of elsewhere,” says Dr. Cabot. “To 
save pain, to save people’s feelings, to save life, per- 
haps, shall not one lie occasionally? 

“This is what might be called a typical philan- 
thropic lie, as distinguished from the selfish lie, which 
we all condemn. 

“About doctors who use cancer ‘cures’ which cost 
money and leave the patient worse off than before. 
or who perform unnecessary operations. no discussion 
is necessary. Nobody defends thera 

“But there is another type of dece} ption, defended by 
high-minded men and women. and that type | wish to 
discuss. It is the medical lie. not based on selfish- 
ness or hostility, but on the feeling that you are 
-alking to a weakling. Is it defensible” .

The family physician, in a great many cases, is ac- 
customed to keeping truth safe, and doling out a little 
of it as he thinks best, to a docile clientele. He is used 
to phrasing his facts in one way when talking to doc- 
tors, and in another way when talking to patients or 
their family and friends. Medical stndents receive 
no teaching in ethics: it is assumed that they are 
honorable. men. 

What Dr. Cabot remembers as “the worst 10 minutes 
in his life,” occurred when he was called in consulta- 
tion upon the case of a dentist, whom the narrator says 
was the most uncontrollable individual, physically and 
otherwise, that he had ever met. 


“Candor and Complete Explanation 


of Facts,” Advises Dean Allison 


R. NATHANIEL ALLISON, Dean of the 

Washington University Medical School, 

said that whether a doctor should ever 

deceive a patient is a very old question, 
and not likely to be settled unanimously. 

“Certainly my own rule is for candor and a 
complete explanation of the facts,” he asaaid. 
“They are just as important in medicine as in 
any other part of life. The patient should com- 
pletely understand his condition. The basis of 
modern medicine is truth, not deception. 

“It is well for doctors to realize, however, that 
they are not infallible.” 

While Dr. Allison stands firmly for a con- 
sistent and thorough frankness with patients. he 
admitted that, like other rules, there might be 
some exceptions to it—‘“but very few of them,” 
be added emphaticaliy.

There was little or no vegetation, except moss. Gee 
flew up here and there and his gun brought down thes 
of them. He had the strange sensation of setting fest 
where no white man had ever trod 

Suddenly, Cahill noticed something which glittered 
brightly in a rocky crevice, and he stopped to see what 
the substance might be. It was very heavy, pure ye 
low in color and occurred in good-sized flakes. Cabill 
gathered several pieces, examined them carefully and 
then yelied with excitement. 

He had discovered gold’ 

The crevices were strewn with gold which evidently 
had been washed down by the melting snow. Members 
of the crew gathered it in empty provision cans All 
of them resolved that one day they would return to the 
island and gather up a fortune But in the end tha 
were glad to escape from that region with their lives 

The next day Cahill shot several golden plover. and 
others killed walruses. One of the finds was 8 mami 
moth tusk five feet long and six inches in diamete.
